“They mourn Camus,” he said, 
indicating a French staff mem- 
ber whom he knew, with a black 
band about one sleeve. “This 
place, the United Nations, is a 
good place to think about Camus.” 

And it is. Albert Camus, the 
Nobel Prize winning French nov- 
elist and essayist, who was killed 
in an automobile crash a few 
days ago, was concerned with 
man and his world. Man yearns 
for meaning in his life, said Ca- 
mus, and continually confronts an 
irrational, unanswering universe. 


The United Nations is man’s 
symbol of his yearning for peace. 
It eludes our reasoning and in the 
face of nuclear weapons life 
seems merely an absurdity. 


Greek Myth 


“The United Nations,” he said, 
“reminds me most of “The Myth 
of Sisyphus.’ In those essays Ca- 
mus saw us in the story of the 
man in the Greek myth who was 
condemned eternally to roll a 
heavy rock uphill. And always, 
when near the top, the rock es- 
caped back to the bottom. Here 
was a life without meaning or 
hope. Yet Camus wrote that in 
the acceptance of his task, and 
only in acceptance, could Sisy- 


phus find justification and, even, 
a sort of happiness. This accept- 
ance of a task which on the face 
of it is hopeless and without 
meaning reminds me of our search 
for peace and world release from 
tensions. It is a rock which we 
are all condemned eternally to 
roll uphill. Always after a gain 
it eludes us and rolls back. The 
struggle, Camus argued, is the 
higher fidelity.” 


The young French secretary 
joined us, listened, nodded. 


“T agree,” he said. “For my- 
self I often think of “The Stran- 
ger.’ In this, you know, the con- 
denmed young officer, doomed by 
a meaningless, stupid killing, is 
awaiting execution. In these last 
hours he discovers the minimum 
comfort of those facing death. It 
is that all men, from birth, are 
condemned to die. To face this 
stark fact, Camus said, is the be- 
ginning of one’s ability to mas- 
ter the unreason of life, its fears 
and terrors. Here, in this build- 
ing, I often am reminded that we 
are all doomed to die. If we 
succumb to the thought, then we 
are finished. But even though it 
is like Sisyphus and his rock, we 
must keep on.” 


Few Persons 


We fell silent and watched the 
river. There were not too many 
persons in the lounge. The great 
names are gone home. This is 
the period of lull. It was fascinat- 
ing, as always, to see the various 
nationalities come and go. The 
Africans, some with their robes, 
and others in Western, tailored 
suits, remind us of how the Unit- 
ed Nations is growing. The super- 
powers believe that they are 
more secure within a new order 
“sustained by the organized 
opinion of mankind.”” New states 
seek membership, believing there 
is a better prospect of security 
within than outside the fold. 
There will be more new African 
nations this year, requesting ‘ ad- 
mittance. 


The great powers watch this 
with a sort of pleasure mixed 
with unease. The new small na- 
tions are helping create a third 
bloc. It could, in time, if it should 
be so inclined, become a sort of 
balance of power, throwing its 
weight about as a bargain, or as 
some hope, using it always on the 
side of issues most likely to. keep

The proposed mental health 
center for Atlanta will be a focal 
point of a statewide mental health 
program in which Georgia is ‘‘as- 
suming national leadership,” Gov. 
Vandiver declared Tuesday night. 


Addressing the Georgia Munici- 
pal Assn. at its Mayors’ Day con- 
vention, Vandiver said the center 
“will be designed to serve a func- 
tional program which implements 
the greatest challenge to mental 
health programs that we face to- 
day, and the one in which Geor- 
gia is assuming national leader- 
ship. 


“This is the challenge of com- 
plete coordination of hospital fa- 
cilities with total community re- 
sources for serving the mentally 
ill, for preventing mental illness, 
and promoting a higher level of 
emotional health for the total 
population.” 


Vandiver said the 100-bed, $2,- 
750,000 facility “will supply serv- 
ices. over and above those fur- 
nished by the psychiatric depart- 
ments of general hospitals. It will 
provide additional training facili- 
ties for all categories of mental 
health personnel.” 


The governor emphasized, how- 
ever, that the development of an 
adequate mental health program 
“requires thinking big, planning 
big and spending big.” He said 
the state has no choice in the 
matter, adding, ‘the long years 
of neglect have made that choice 
for us.” 


Vandiver thanked the associ- 
ation for joining with his wife in 
sponsoring motorcades last month

Payroll Tax Foes 
Back Down, 25-1

The income tax withholding bill was all over but 
the voting Tuesday after the administration trained its 
heaviest artillery on the rebels and humbled them into 


submission. 


The bill will come to the floor 
of the House Wednesday morning, 
where it is expected to encounter 
little debate and fewer than 4 
negative votes. 


Opponents met their Appomattox 
in the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee Tuesday after an intensive 
overnight campaign by administra- 
tion leaders headed by Gov. Van- 
diver himself. 


In a session barred to the press, 
the committee, which had voted 
15-8 Monday to tack on an ad- 
ministration-opposed 3 per cent 
collection fee for employers, re- 
versed itself 25-1 Tuesday. 


By a similar vote it decided not 
to conduct the public hearing 


which it earlier unanimously had 
agreed to hold next Monday. 


It approved an administration 
“‘compromise” effective date of 
May 1. (On the day before it had 
moved the date from April 1 to 
July 1) 


Finally, with only Reps. Robert 
Andrews of Hall and John Odom 
of Camden voting “nay,”’ the 
committee voted the bill out to the 
floor with a favorable recommen- 
dation. 


The motion for a closed session 
was made by House Floor Leader 
Frank Twitty. It was opposed un- 
successfully by Odom.

A bill which may allow Atlanta 
to operate its schools until inte- 
gration actually begins—and some 
of them after that—was offered 
Tuesday with the backing of the 
administration. 


The bill also is aimed at easing 
the city school board’s problem 
of borrowing against anticipated 
school tax receipts during the in- 
tegration crisis. 


Offered by House Floor Leader 
Rep. Frank Twitty and Fulton 
County Rep. Ralph McClelland, 
the bill specifically amends a 
1959 act which would shut off 
school taxing powers when inte- 
gration is ordered by a compe- 
tent court. 


A spokesman for the Atlanta 
school board said the bill has 
but one purpose: to allow the 
board to operate schools between 
now and next fall when its tax 
revenue comes in. 


The spokesman said the wording 
of the present school-closing law 
puts the city’s schools in this 
plight: 

The board presently has to bor- 
row about one and a half million 
dollars a month beginning in 
February until tax money is avail- 
able in the fall. 


Under the 1959 act, the board 
would have difficulty in finding 
banks to lend them money against

The Atlanta Board of Education 
filed its final school desegregation 
plan Tuesday in U. S. District 
Court and, if Negro attorneys have 
no objections, the plan will go to 
the Legislature this week. 


E. E. Moore, chief counsel for 
the Negro plaintiffs, said he had 
not had sufficient time to consider 
the latest development very care- 
fully, but he foresaw no immedi- 
ate objections. 


“On the face of Judge Hooper’s 
Monday order,” he said, “it would 
seem that no further objections to 
the plan will be raised at this 
time.” 

The board approved the final 
plan at a meeting Monday night, 
hours after U. S. District Judge 
Frank A. Hooper ordered changes 
in certain areas of the plan deal- 
ing with school transfers and 
appeals. 


The plan submitted Tuesday 
contained all the judge’s request- 
ed changes and requires no further 
approval from the court. Judge 
Hooper said he had set no time

Pushed by Javits 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Sen. Javits (R-NY) said Tuesday use of 
federal voting registrars could enable three million Southern Negroes 
to vote this year—more than double the number now registered. 


Senate office building where Ja- 
vits testified, the civil rights com- 
mission was accused of uncon- 
stitutional practices in a hearing 
before the Supreme Court.

A Bartow County legislator de- 
clared Tuesday ‘‘there is no legis- 
lative independence’ when an ad- 
ministration-controlled committee 
can kill all legislation except that 
which the administration wants. 


Angrily condemning an “un- 
favorable report” made on a bill 
he cosponsored before the House 
State of Republic Committee, Rep. 
W. H. Bradley stated: 


“As of right now, Jan. 19, 1960, 
I am declaring my independence.” 


Bradley took the floor of the 
House on a point of personal priv- 
ilege on a bill he introduced last 
year, along with Rep. Henry A. 
Keever of Bartow, to provide a $1 
per hour minimum wage scale for 
all state employes. 


Bradley said he and Keever 
appeared before the committee on 
the bill and it was referred to a 
subcommittee for further study. 


“As far as either my colleague 
and I know, that was the only 
action ever taken,” he added. 


On checking on the staus of the 
bill Monday, however, Bradley 
said, he “found a great big ‘un- 
favorable report’ written across 
the face of the bill.”” But he said 
he could find no committee mem- 
ber who remembered any such ac- 
tion being taken. 


Bradley declared that since he 
has been in the House he has seen 
every department head get a raise 
when it was recommended in an 
administration bill. ‘“‘Not one cry- 
ing dime has been given to the 
people who do the menial tasks,” 
he added. 


Bradley said he had stood with 
the Vandiver administration on 
most measures it advocated, in- 
cluding the rural roads fight and 
the mental health program. 


But he added that he “owes 
this administration nothing,” but 
only owes allegiance “to the peo- 
ple back home.”’

Deserves Approval 


The Vandiver administration’s with- 
holding tax proposal has encountered the 
expected opposition but in spite of it 
should receive overwhelming approval by 
the General Assembly should it come to a 
vote today. 


We are sympathetic to and can un- 
derstand some of the opposition but the 
over-all purpose is sound as has been 
proved in state after state. And while it 
certainly is no new tax, it would help to 
avoid same by forcing those who now 
evade income taxes to pay up. Those who 
conscientiously pay their taxes should 
have no aversion to the plan. 


Gov. Vandiver pointed out again yes- 
terday that last year 27,700 state income 
tax returns were filed showing some tax- 
es due but enclosing no remittance or a 
worthless check. While complying with 
the law in filing a return, failure to remit 
properly represented a loss of up to two 
million dollars or more to the state. Costs 
of collection of these funds, much of it in 
small amounts, would be prohibitive. 

So a withholding tax would only make 
it more difficult to evade payment and 
thus everyone would be treated fairly. 
The cheaters would pay their share. 

Much of the governor’s highly con- 
étructive program, a program which the 
people have been clamoring for, hinges on 
the outcome of the vote on the withhold- 
ing measure. The administration has spent 
the past year trying to effect economies 
and to restore order from fiscal chaos. 
Tax collections have been improved. 


Now the governor proposes a program 
of 135 million dollars in expanded serv- 
ices, without an increase in taxes. That s 
the first time this has been done in re- 
cent history. But it can be done if the 
program as outlined, including the with- 
holding tax, is adopted. 

Revenue officials in 16 states having 
pay-as-you-go income taxes report the 
plan a success. South Carolina officials 
predict all states will adopt it eventually. 
Once enacted the opposition is won Over. 

Withholding is fair to all taxpayers. 
It is easier to pay and minimizes delin- 
quency. It will increase collections and 
thus help prevent future over-all tax 
hikes. It is a sensible, practical plan and 
should be passed.

Canal Issue Solution? 


A Senate subcommittee has made a 
study of the Panama Canal control prob- 
lem. It calls for creation of an inter- 
American auxiliary police force from 
various Western Hemisphere nations to 
patrol the canal zone and to keep order. 
The unit would be specially trained and 
payment would come from the United 
States and perhaps canal users. 


This seems to make sense. The details 
are not yet made public. But we should 
face the fact that the issue of the canal, 
cutting across Panama, is one which will 
not die out. It will become more and more 
acute. The lesson of Suez, especially the 
emotional force of it, should be in our 
minds as we plan for the canal’s future.

Auto Title Certiticate 
Is Still the Best Way 


The man who bought an auto in 1903 
didntt need to establish ownership. Ev- 
eryone knew who owned the car. The 
owner knew that everyone knew and he 
was proud. 

But in 1960 when the number of auto- 
motive vehicles has mounted to almost 
60 million, the need for definite proof 
of ownership is imperative. Such proof 
most definitely can be established by 
certificate of title or deed to the vehicle. 

Georgia law provides for certificates 
of registration, a simple piece of paper 
carelessly passed from persons as the car 
changes hands, easily forged. 

For at least 10 years there has been a 
persistent demand by law enforcement 
authorities, banks, insurance companies, 
finance companies, owners and most 
used-car dealers for a law requiring more 
adequate proof of ownership. , 

No law has been passed, largely be- 
cause of effective opposition by new-car 
dealérs who say that a title law is not 
needed and would not cut auto thefts. 
From all we can learn, the real reason 


for’ opposition is a dread of the paper 


- 


work’ required to keep close check on 
title. 

~ Not even a gilt-edged title law will 
keep a thief.from taking someone else’s 
car. But having to show a “deed” or en- 
graved title can hamper disposal of the 


stolen vehicle and lead to its recovery. 


Insistence on show of title can slow 
he fellow who seeks to mortgage the 
game car twice or to sell one on which he 
owes money.

for him who otherwise can innocently 
purchase a stolen or mortgaged car and 
be left holding the bill when the real 
owner recovers. 

Certificate of title places responsibility 
for damages to persons and property aris- 
ing from wrecks. 

We recognize validity of new-car deal- 
ers’ claim that they assume responsibility 
for cars which they handle. But they do 
not handle all the automobile transac- 
tions, not by many a used-car lot full. 

Their dread of paper work might be 
lessened by a law which specifies title 
for all new cars sold after a certain 
date. Thus the time would come when 
every car transferred in Georgia would 
have an established title and the book- 
keeping would be at a minimum. 

Such a law would be a compromise 
but the compromise would accomplish 
what friendly persuasion has failed to 
accomplish in a decade.

Mental Health Em phasis 
Should Be Continuous 


Mayors and other officials of Geor- 
gia municipalities last night heard Gov. 
Vandiver report on the consequences of 
neglecting the state’s mentally ill year 
after year. 

As he pointed out, it is no honor that 
Georgia has the second largest mental 
hospital of all the states nor is it a mark 
of achievement that it has grown continu- 
ously in size and problems “simply be- 
cause forgetting about the situation 
seemed easier than facing it.” 

The harsh facts, though, at last have 
been faced. Lax procedures at the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital have been 
brought into the open and changes have 
been made. The institution now is under 
a more efficient administration. A num- 
ber of improvements have been made and 
others are in the offing. 

The state’s new program in the over- 
all field of mental health represents an 
excellent beginning toward overcoming 
deficiencies that have multiplied as a 
result of the public and state officials 
alike closing their eyes over a period of 
years to worsening conditions. 

Considerable progress will be made in 
effecting improvements under the pres- 
ent administration. But as Gov. Vandiver 
pointed out last night, it will require con- 
tinuous effort over a lengthy span of 
time to accomplish all that Georgia needs 
to do in its mental health program. 

However, the job can and must be 
done. Any unjustified delays would only 
increase the magnitude of the task.

Some spend much of their lives 
in a stagger. A child hops and 
skips and jumps along. Certain 
people walk with a strong, de- 
termined step, giving evidence of 
having somewhere to go, of pos- 
sessing goals and purposes. 

You can tell a lot about a man 
by noticing with whom he walks. 
The company one keeps and en- 
joys reveals the character of a 
man. One of the finest descrip- 
tions of a man comes from the 
Bible—‘‘And Enoch walked with 
God”’ (Genesis 5:24). We know 
very little about Enoch yet we 
know everything from just that 
one sentence. 

Enoch walked with God. That 
is every. man’s privilege. It is 
also man’s privilege to walk with 
the ungodly.

“‘standeth.’” When one walks with- 
out God, he loses the inner glow 
and has no great imperatives to 
keep him going. He develops no 
inner stability and finally life 
slows to a standstill. 

Then comes the last step of the 
ungodly man’s Presale prog- 
ress—‘‘sitteth.”” He surrenders to 
defeat and usually to despair. 
When one ‘‘sits in the seat of the 
scornful”’ it means he has thrown 
in the flag in the battle of life, 
has put aside his ideals, has be- 
come cynical and bitter.

But there is a positive side. The 
one who refuses to walk in the 
paths of the ungodly finds life to 
be very different. The Psalmist 
first says “he delights.” 


Every normal person wants 
happiness in this life but we have 
different ideas as to what makes 
one happy.

Many consider church-going as a 
discipline rather than a joy. But 
we have never known a person 
to close the happiness of life be- 
cause of his religious faith.

Once a little child 
protested to its mother when she 
urged him to go out and play as 
he liked, “I am tired of doing 
what I like.”’

Is Vice Presidency 
To Lose Prestige? 


WASHINGTON—Is everything that has hap- 
pened during the past seven years to make the 
vice presidency an office of significant public 


service going to be thrown into 


the dump heap in 1960? Are the 


parties getting ready to nominate a couple of faceless nonentities one 
of whom will have during his term about a 3-to-2 chance of inheriting 
the most powerful position in the world, the presidency of the 


United States? 

The way things are now go- 
ing there is a very good prospect 
that that is what is going to hap- 
pen. There is a dangerous pos- 
sibility that it will happen unless 
public opinion begins to warn the 
politicians of both parties that an 
unfitted, inexperienced, second- 
rate vice presidential nominee 
will be unacceptable. 

Two of the most important and 
highly regarded national political 
leaders — a Republican and ‘a 
Democrat — have given it as 
their considered opinion that the 
vice presidency of the United 
States is a piddling public serv- 
ice and that they would. rather 
do almost anything else than 
serve the country as next-to-the- 
president. 

In withdrawing from the presi- 
dential race, Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
veller made it clear that he 
wasn’t going to have any part 
of a’ vice presidential .nomina- 
tion and that his decision was 
“irrevocable.” a 

In entering the presidential 
race, Sen. Kennedy put nearly 
the whole dictionary of negatives 
into rejecting any possibility of 
becoming the vice presidential 
nominee. | | 


Conceivably Rockefeller . might 


feel that he has enough differ- 
ences with Nixon over policy as to 
make it uncomfortable for him to 
be in a Nixon administration. 


But he didn’t say so and basic 
differences are not visible. Con- 
ceivably Kennedy may feel that 
if he reveals a breath o; a hint 
of a willingness to accept second 
place it will hurt his chances of 
getting first place. But it seems 
to me that he went so far in 
spurning the vice presidential 
nomination that he can’t accept 
it without looking pretty silly— 
or something. 

Iam not advocating a vice 
presidential nomination for eith- 
er Sen. Kennedy or Gov. Rocke- 
feller. What I am saying is: 

That President Eisenhower has 
demonstrated that the vice presi- 
dent can be used for the most 
valuable public service in the na- 
tion outside the presidency itself. 

That the prospects of the vice 
president becoming president are 
so great that the time has totally 
passed when his selection can be 
allowed to be an accidental after- 
thought at the convention.

Red Rocket Test 
A Step to Mars 


MOSCOW (#}—Soviet use of the central Pacific as a 
rocket proving ground may lead to a shot at Mars and 


a new drive to the moon. 


Strong indications of this have 
been given by Soviet astronomers 
in interviews and in articles in 
Soviet newspapers and scientific 
magazines, It apparently adds up 
to something besides talk. 


The Soviet government early 
this month warned all shipping 
and planes to steer clear, from 
Jan. 15 to Feb. 15, of a 45,000- 
square-mile zone southwest of 
Hawaii while it conducted experi- 
ments with powerful new rockets. 
It said heavy first or second 
stages might fall in the area. 


This followed publication in the 
last 1959 issue of the Soviet Acad- 
emy of Sciences Bulletin of an 
article detailing what would be 
needed in new moon projects and 
what might be done about photo- 
graphing Mars through a tele- 
scope on a satellite. 


The Soviet Union rarely an- 
nounces in advance what it is 
planning to do, but the scientists’ 
talk appears to point to a possible 
double project before the end of 
the test period Feb. 15. 

Prof. G. V. Petrovich, writing in 
the academy bulletin, outlined 
what the Russians hope to do with 
a telescope-equipped satellite. 


“The development of a heavy 
well - ofiented artificial satellite 
equipped with a powerful tele- 
scope which could be automatical- 
ly aimed by remote control might 
lift the curtain which from time 
immemorial has concealed space 
from the human eye,” Petrovich 
said.

Airline Pilots Urge 
Anti-Bomb Laws 


The pilots outlined laws to ‘‘take 
away the profit motive” in bomb- 
ings and for authority to search 
baggage in testimony before the 


Senate Aviation subcommittee. 
The senators are investigating two 
mysterious and possibly bomb- 
caused airline disasters which 
have killed 76 persons. 


But Clarence N. Sayen, presi- 
dent of the Air Line Pilots Assn., 
and nearly a dozen other union 
officials, said they regard bombs 


as being far from their gravest 
concern. 


Sayen contended the Federal 
Aviation Agency ‘“‘seems not to 
have diagnosed’ the  disaster- 
plagued aviation industry’s needs. 


He said E. R. Quesada, FAA 
administrator, and others in the 
regulating agency have failed to 
come to grips with pressing prob- 
lems. Instead, Sayen said, they 
have concentrated too much on 
issuing safety rules, most of which 
he added would not have averted 
a single disaster that occurred 
last year. 


Sayen came up with some fresh 
figures on 1959 commercial air- 
line fatalities, topping the record 
294 total cited by Quesada in tes- 
timony last week. Sayen counted 


1331 dead—271 passengers and 60

U.S. Forbids 
Food-Crop 
Pesticide 


WASHINGTON — (UPI) — The 
government Tuesday banned use 
of a pesticide widely used on most 
food and some feed crops after it 
was found to leave residues of 
a poisonous chemical by-product 
on the crops. 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration forbade farmers to use 
the pesticide heptachlor and a 
product produced through the 
weathering process called hepta- 
chlor-epoxide. The potent pesti- 
cide is used on about 34 fruits 
and vegetables—including apples, 
pears and potatoes—and six or 
seven forage crops. 


The FDA said its action was 
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based on new evidence that! 
heptachlor - epoxide has been 
found on crops treated with 
heptachlor. The new data also 
showed, according to the FDA, 
that residues of the epoxide also 
appears in meat and milk when

U.S. and Japan Sign 
Kqual-Partners Treaty

from Japan's special circum- 
stances. 


One feature is that while Amer- 
ica recognizes an armed attack 
on Japan as “‘dangerous to its own 
peace and safety”’ and pledges to 
“act to meet the common dan- 
ger,”’ Japan makes no reciprocal 
promise to defend U.S. territory. 


That is because Japan's U/S.- 
sponsored postwar  contitutional 
provision renouncing war is in- 
terpreted as banning the sending 
of Japanese forces outside of Ja- 
pan. Under the treaty, Japan is 
bound to defend America only in 
Japanese territory. 


PROMISE TO CONSULT 


Another feature is a promise by 
both countries to “‘consult togeth- 
er ... whenever the security of 
Japan or international peace and 
security in the Far East is threat- 
ened.” 


Kishi sees the agreement as giv- 
ing Japan a kind of veto. US. 
officials shun the strong word 
“veto,” saying instead that Amer- 
ica is promising to give the most

serious consideration to Japanese | 
views concerning Japan - based 
U.S. military activities. A test of 
interpretation may not come until 
an actual event, such as a Com- 
munist attack somewhere in the 
Far East. 


U.S. officials say the sending of 
atomic weapons to U.S. forces in 
Japan would rank as one of the 
major changes in equipment which 
would not be undertaken without 
prior consultation. 


The treaty itself is drafted to 
last 10 years. After that, either 
country could not cancel without 
giving a year’s notice. 


It does not apply to the U.S.- 
administered Ryukyu Islands and 
Okinawa, a major U.S. base in 
the Pacific, until such time as 
these lands return to Japanese 
control. 


SLIGHT CHANGES 


An administrative agreement ac- 
companying the treaty makes only 
slight changes in the present ar- 
rangement covering the treatment 
of the approximately 50,000 U.S. 
Air and naval forces remaining 
in Japan. The men are still under 


U.S. military jurisdiction while on 
duty, subject to Japanese laws 
when off duty. 

Japanese payments for the sup- 
port of U.S. forces are ended. They 
were slated to dwindle away in 


any event. From an original sum‘ 


of 155 million dollars a year in 
yen equivalent, the

To School Tax Rise 


Lawmakers Would Lift 


Limitations on Counties 


- Administration leaders in the Senate Tuesday 
weathered an attack on a proposed constitutional amend- 
mient to remove a limitation on county school taxes, win- 


ning approval, 39-4. 


Tt was the first time this session | 
that an administration measure 
has been subjected to a signifi- 
cant challenge from the floor of 
either house. ‘Gov. Vandiver’s 
withholding tax proposal has taken 
a battering in a House of Repre- 
sentatives committee, but it has 
not yet reached the floor for de- 
liberation. ) 


The school tax amendment won 
a scant three-vote margin for 
passage. The governor’s Senate 
liéutenants showed visible signs of 
relief when the vote count was 


completed and passage of the 
amendment resolution was anh- 
nounced.

House Bills 
Roll Along 


House administration leaders 
Tuesday offered bills implement- 
ing’ Gov. Vandiver’s plans for 
new school buildings, prison in- 
dustries and reorganization of 
state agencies. 


And the House unanimously ap- 
proved another administration 
bill setting up machinery for the 
state’s earning interest on de- 
posit of idle funds. 

INTEREST AGREEMENT 


The bill, sponsored by the 
Eeonomy and _ Reorganization 
Commission, adds new members 
to the State Depository Board 
and empowers the board to make 
interest agreements with banks. 


Vandiver rejected a plea by 
some University System officials 
to allow the system to continue 
investing its own funds. 


The university earned more 
than $700,000 in interest last year 
and apparently has been adding 
interest to operating budgets for 
many years. 


The administration bill, unlike 
the Economy Commission recom- 
mendation, requires all interest 
earned on bank deposits to be 
turned in to the general treasury. 


RAISE SUM 


Administration measures intro- 
duced in the House included: 


An appropriations act amend- 
ment raising the annual sum for 
retiring school-building bonds 
from $14.5 million to $20 million. 
The new payments will finance 
$60 million in classroom building, 
$8 million for area trade schools. 


A bill raising the salary of 
Superintendent of Schools Claude 
Purcell from about $13,000 a year 
to $17,500. 


A .proposal lifting the 4% per 
cent limit on bonds sold by the 
University System Building Au- 
thority, so as to allow issuances 
of $12 million more in bonds. 


PRISON INDUSTRIES 

Creating a State Penal Rehabili- 
tation Authority with power to 
oversee a new prison industries 
program and to issue bonds for 
building and equipping a new in- 
dustrial prison. 


Seven reorganization bills: 


1. Abolishing the Veterans 
Home Commission. 


2. Adding a board-certified psy- 
chiatrist to the State Board of 
Health. 


3. Ratifying the  governor’s 
transfer of the Milledgeville State 
Hospital from the Welfare de- 
partment to the Health depart- 
ment.

54). Although there were only 
four votes against the amendment 
Tuesday, 11 senators were not in 
the Senate chamber when the 
vote was taken, leaving only 39 
senators to vote for adoption. 


The proposed amendment now 
goes to the House, and, if it wins 
the necessary two-thirds passage 
there, will be presented to the peo- 
ple for final approval. 


It would remove a present 15- 
mill limit on county school taxes. 

Sen. Carl Sanders of Augusta, 
president pro tem of the Senate, 
urged approval for the amend- 
ment, contending it would permit 
local authorities to determine the 
needs of schools in their own 
areas. 


PREDICTED APPROVAL 


Sen. Charles Pannell of Chats- 
worth predicted the people will 
approve the amendment because 
“people will go along with any- 
thing to keep the schools operat- 
ing.”” He said he would vote for 
it for the same reason. But he 
said it would only allow “‘poli- 
ticians”’ to “keep on raising mill- 
age so that 10 or 15 per cent of 
the people in the various coun- 
ties pay practically all of the 
county taxes.’’ He added that the 
amendment would “‘take the pres- 
sure off the boys who ought to 
be doing something’ about more 
equitable tax assessments. 


Sen. Barry Wright Jr. of Rome 
argued that “‘school people will go 
hog wild if you turn them loose” 
in the matter of local taxation for 
school support. He said he was 
“horrified” by the prospects. 


Sen. Sanders and other support- 
ers, however, said the matter of 
raising the tax millage would still 
be a matter governed by local 
voters through their elected local 
officials and that the amendment 
would simply remove the 15-mill 
limit on a statewide basis. Under 
existing law, the limit may be 
raised by local referendums. 


The amendment is sponsored 
by the Georgia Education Assn.., 
but Gov. Vandiver included it in 
his program proposals in his State 
of the State address to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


HAD NO DIFFICULTY 


The administration had no dif- 
ficulty at all in getting quick 
Senate approval of other signifi- 
cant bills Tuesday. 


In addition, the Senate gave 
unanimous approval to a non- 
administration measure which 
would raise salaries of Georgia 
Public Service Commissioners 
from $13,000 to $16,000 a year. 


It also approved another con- 
stitutional amendment — this one 
being pushed by State Commerce 
Director Abit Massey— to create 
a State Industrial Development 
Commission. 


Described as an important step 
for small counties in their quest 
for new industries, the amend- 
ment would create a state agency 
which could finance up to 30 per 
cent of the cost of new industry 
location in communities which 
would provide 20 per cent of the 
financing themselves. 


Administration economy and 
reorganization bills which’ won 
unanimous Senate approval Tues- 
day include measures to revise 
and consolidate statutes govern- 
ing the State Merit System and 
to abolish the State Social Se- 
curity Board. 


The bill which abolishes the 
Social Security Board also cre- 
ates in its place a Welfare Ad- 
visory Board under the State 
Welfare Department. 


CULPEPPER PRESENTS 


In presenting the bill, Sen. 
Robert Culpepper of Camilla, 
Senate floor leader, said the old 
Social Security Board has not 
functioned since 1955. The law 
which created it contained ‘‘con- 
tradictory language’’ which caused 
considerable disagreement as to 
whether it should be advisory or 
policy-making in scope, he said. 


The new bill makes the Welfare 
Advisory Board exactly what the 
name implies—a board to ‘‘ad 
vise”’ the Welfare department on 
matters under its jurisdiction. 


Meanwhile, two key adminis- 
tration bills were introduced in 
the Senate Tuesday for consider- 
ation later in the week. 


One calls for the transfer of 
the Georgia Home for Mentally 
Defectives at Gracewood from 
the Welfare department to the 
State Health department. 


The other would authorize the 
Budget Bureau to regulate the 
work hour schedules of all state 
employes. The Governor’s Com- 
mission on Economy and Re- 


reported that, many state work- 
ers were putting in less. than 
40 hours a week. At that time, 
Gov. Vandiver issued an executive 
order requiring a full 40-hour 
week. This proposed legislation

before approving the bill, amend 
it to make it optional. In other 
words, a county could come under 
the bill if it wished to do so, but 
it would not be required to. Such 
an amendment, of course, would 
kick the teeth out of Kennedy’s bill 
since counties already may pay 
salaries in lieu of fees if they de- 
sire. 


Kennedy said the bill would, 
among other things, curb the ope- 
ration of speed traps. 


“There are a few sheriffs in 
Georgia who are running speed 
traps and they are hurting the 
whole state.’ he said. 


Some fee system county sheriffs 
reportedly make $20,000 a year 
and higher. Kennedy’s bill, ob- 
viously, would mean a cut in in- 
come for such sheriffs. On the 
other hand, some sheriffs would 
get a raise. 


Fulton County, for example, 
pays its sheriff a salary of $12,000 
a year. Under Kennedy’s bill, the 
Fulton sheriff would receive the 
maximum salary of $15,000.

REA, Cities Settle 
Feud Over Coops

known as the “REA Bill” — was 
approved by the Senate during 
the 1959 session after considerable 
wrangling in a committee hearing 
and again on the floor of the up- 
per house. As it is written, the 
bill provides that the coopera- 
tives may continue serving cus- 
tomers on lines they constructed 
in once-rural areas that since 
have been annexed by cities. The 
municipal association led the fight 
against the REA-sponsored bill. 


Numerous members of both 
House and Senate—led principally 
by Sen. John Greer of Lakeland— 
tried to get the opposing sides 
to compromise the issue before it 
came up for another bitter fight 
in the House. Efforts apparently 
failed, however, until last week 
when Sen. Greer announced that 
the two sides were holding a series 
of conferences in an attempt to 
reach a settlement. 


Cowan and Pollock told report- 
ers Tuesday night the settlement 
is based mainly on two points:

‘LOSE WEIGHT 


1. The cooperatives will pay 
cities in which they operate a 
franchise tax equal to that paid by 
private power (3 per cent of gross 
electric sales in most cases) and 


2. The cooperatives agree to lim- 
iting their service inside city 
limits to 300 yards on each side 
of existing REA lines. As it is 
written, Senate Bill 30 provides a 
1,000-yard limitation. 


In addition the two presidents 
said the REA has agreed not to 
seek an extension of its 20-year 
ad valorem tax exemption which 
expires Dec. 31, 1961. That point, 
however, apparently was thrown 
in for good measure and is not 
part of the actual settlement. 


The municipal association's 
board of directors held a meet- 
ing here Tuesday.

Tied Tongue 
Is Simple 


To Correct 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner; Will you 
write about tongue-tied chil- 
dren? A neighbor has a child 
of 5, and you can’t understand 


his speech at all. 
his tongue, and there is such 
'a big web of flesh tying it

I looked at 


er well enough to speak to her 


| about it.—M.N.H. 


We all have a weblike structure 


‘under the tongue, attaching it to 


the base of the mouth. Ordi- 


‘narily this continues forward to 
| within about half an inch or an 


inch of the tip of the tongue. 


If the web extends farther for- 
ward toward the tip of the 
tongue, it hampers proper move- 
ment, of course. This can mean 
difficulty in suckling for a baby. 
Later on it interferes with speech, 
since the tongue does not have 
enough freedom of movement. 


Ordinarily, unless a case is un- 
usually severe, this need cause 
no concern during the first year 
of life. Indeed, unless the baby is 
too much hampered in feeding, 
it is just as well to wait that 
long. 


The reason for delay is 
sometimes, as the baby grows, 
the relationship between the 
tongue and this web and the mouth 
alters enough so that no treat- 
ment is needed. 


If, however, the trouble per- 
sists, then it is a relatively minor 
procedure to cut the web under 
the tongue and thus permit nor- 
mal motion of the organ.

The age of about a year, give 
or take a few months, is about 
the ideal time to do it, unless se- 
vere difficulty dictates that it be 
done sooner. 


However, the operation can be 
done at a later age, of course, as 
in the case of the neighbor child. 
Decidedly it is a pity to let the 
youngster struggle with his 
speech impediment when it can 
so easily be corrected. 


As with quite a number of other 
such minor faults, more and more 
children are having them correct- 
ed early these days and are grow- 
ing up as normally as though the 
defect never had existed.

Ducking plays are quite com- 
mon in no trump contracts, but 
today’s hand represents some- 
thing of a curiosity in the fact 
that declarer was required to 
duck in two different suits on the 
first two tricks in order to make 
three no trump. 


West opened the four of clubs, 
dummy played low and East put 
up the queen. Declarer permitted 
him to hold the trick. East de- 
cided that the heart suit offered 
a better prospect so he shifted 
to the jack. It looked for a mo- 
ment as tho declarer were never 
going to get into action, for he 
permitted East to hold this one 
for a two trick lead. Hearts were 
continued and declarer won with 
the ace dropping West's queen, 
and started establishment of his 
two diamond tricks. By this time 
declarer had been so successful 
in disrupting communications that 
the enemy was at his mercy. If 
East took the king of diamonds 
he could establish the heart suit, 
but with no hope of ever getting 
in to cash it. If West took the 
trick he could not return a heart 
and declarer was afforded ample 
time to drive out the other dia- 
mond to establish trick number 
nine, 

Observe that if declarer wins 
either of the first two tricks he 
cannot bring home the contract. 
If he covers East’s queen of clubs 
with the ace and leads a dia- 
mond, East runs in with the king 
and returns a club, establishing 
the suit while West still retains 
the ace of diamonds for entry. If 
declarer, after ducking the queen 
of clubs, takes the jack of hearts 
West can unblock his queen, win 
the first diamond lead and re- 
turn a heart to establish the suit 
while East retains the king of

Rail Union 
Snubs Offer 
Ot 3 Cents

NEW YORK — The nation’s 
railroads, which have been de- 
manding that their 800,000 union- 
ized workers take a pay cut, have 
made their first offer of higher 
wages. 


The offer was made in Chicago 
Monday to negotiators for the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers. The union rejected the 
proposal as inadequate and served 
notice that it would take a formal 
strike vote among its 45,000 mem- 
bers if no improvement was made 
by Friday. 


Informed sources said the car- 
riers had offered a 3 per cent in- 
crease, to become effective next 
Jan. 1. The cost-of-living esca- 
lator provisions of the old agree- 
ment would continue for the rest 
of this year, with the proviso that 
any increases the workers got to 
offset the impact of higher prices 
would be counted as part of the 
3 per cent next January. 


The railroads originally had 
asked the engineers and other 
operating crafts to accept a wage 
cut of 15 cents an hour, or roughly 
five per cent? The carriers also 
called for scrapping the scalator 
clause. The engineers set their 
throttle for a 12 per cent pay 
raise, retroactive to last Nov. 1. 


The Chicago talks are con- 
cerned solely with wage issues. 
They are the curtain-raiser for 
what may prove an even more 
troublesome series of negotiations 
over management demands for 
revision of work rules to elimi- 
nate alleged ‘“‘featherbedding.”’ 


Despite the union strike threat, 
the carriers’ wage offer strength- 
ened hope that all the national dis- 
putes would eventually be settled 
without a transportation tie-up. 
Under the peace-making provi- 
sions of the Railway Labor Act, 
President Eisenhower has. the 
power to block any strike call for 
at least 60 days through the ap- 
pointment of an emergency fact- 
finding board to make settlement 
recommendations.

The floor length are 
from $59.95 up and veils cost 
from $22.95 to $39.59. Brides 
maid dresses run from $25 to 


$45 and their small hats or 
headbands cost from $2.98 to 
$7.50. 


Church, chapel or home dec- 
orations really run into money. 
The bride’s family foots all bills 
except for the bride’s bouquet, 
corsages for the mothers and 
the single carnations worn by 
the groomsmen. 


If the bride chooses to carry 
a prayer book topped with gar- 
denias or orchids the price runs 
from $15 to $20. If she prefers 
an orchid, the cost is from $25 
to $30. Arm bouquets range 
from $27.50 to $75. 

CHURCH WEDDING 

“Average” price for a church 
wedding is anywhere between 
$125 and $150. Since many 
churches allow only altar dec- 
orations, prices are much low- 
er and can be had from $25 to 
$30. On the other hand if you 
want the church to look like 
it’s in the middle of the jungle 
you can spend up to $300. 


Pictures — usually made by 
a professional photographer — 
can be as little or as much as 
desired. The average—the bri- 
day couple at the church, the 
interior of the church and re- 
ception shots—is about $200. 
Each duplicate picture is two 
dollars. 


Then there’s the reception 
which can range from “just the 
family” or to everybody who 
is likely to send a fine gift. 
Menus really run into money 
and the price, naturally, is de- 
termined by what is served. If 
there is just fruit punch, some 
sandwiches and a cake you can 
get by at bargain rates. 


For the more elaborate feast, 
prices range from three dollars 
a person and up depending on 
how much and how fancy the 
food. Prices soar when cham- 
pagne and other drinks are 
served. There are eight drinks 
to one quart bottle of cham- 
pagne and even at that the 
glasses are not filled to the 
brim. There are 17 drinks (one 
jigger) to a fifth of whisky. 
Since no wedding reception 
guest has ever been known to 
have just ONE drink, it’s quite 
obvious what the bar bill will 
run.

Miss Weller, a small vivacious 
brunette, had a wealth of ex- 
perience to bring to the Girl 
Scout program when she joined 
the national staff in 1957. 


A native of Rochester, N.Y., 
Miss Weller is a graduate of 
Woman’s College at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina. She has 
an M.A. degree from the Uni- 
versity of Rochester and an 
M.S. in clinical psychology at 
the College of the City of New 
York. 


HOPES TO INTEREST 


Work as a psychological con- 
sultant working with deaf-blind 
children for the American Foun- 
dation for the Blind acquainted 
her with some of the handi- 
capped children whom she now 
hopes to interest in Girl Scout- 
ing. Prior to working with the 
deaf-blind, Miss Weller was a 
teacher at a school for emo- 
tionally disturbed boys. 


In particular, Miss Weller’s 
job with the Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A. involves extending the 
Girl Scout program to girls 
from the ages of 7-17 who are 
physically disabled, mentally 
retarded, and socially malad- 
justed, or hard-to-reach. The 
letter category includes racial 
and cultural minority groups, 
children of migrant workers, 
transient industrial workers, 


American Indians, the military, 


and low economic groups. 
“Being on the move is an in- 


‘Scouts Plan New Program

child,”” Miss Weller pointed out. 

Finding indigenous leaders for 
Girl Scout troops in the hard-to- 
reach groups is a problem, Miss 


Weller continued. Imported lead- - 


ership, where a woman from a 
well-to-do neighborhood leads a 
troop of girls from a low-cost 
housing development, may work 
for a short time. 


“But the imported person 
usually won't understand the 
neighborhood and the problems 
of her girls.” 


IMPORTANT TRAINING 


By persuading mothers from 
the low economic groups of 
migrant workers to become Girl 
Scout troop leaders, the Girl 
Scouting program provides im- 
portant organizational training 
for these women. Miss Weller 
said this often results in the 
women’s gaining self-confidence 
and security. 


Though the popular conception 
of Girl Scouting usually includes 
only the outdoor program and 
the annual cookie sales, the total 
program includes, in addition: 
music and dancing, arts and 
crafts, literature and dramatics, 
health and safety, sports and 
games, nature, agriculture, in- 
ternational friendship, com- 
munity life and homemaking. 


Miss Weller said one of her 
first experiences on the Girl 
Scout staff, whose home offices 
are in New York, was to leave 
the new Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A. building, catch a cab, and 
have the talkative cabbie say 
immediately, “Is that where 
you make the cookies?’’

The fact that they were,question sub- 
jects may be significant in itself. All of 
us are scared to say anything bold and 
positive about schools. The old farmer 
who used to send his children to school 
with instructions to the schoolmaster to 
“Larn ‘em or cane ‘em,”’ may have been 
speaking out of his ignorance but at least 
he knew what he wanted. Now we're so 
hedged about with insecurity and inhibi- 
tions we don’t know anything for sure, 


‘especially about education. 


It’s bad enough for the parents to be 
nervous and uneasy about schools. But 
it’s even worse the way children are in- 
fected. Learning for the pure pleasure of 
learning has gone by the board. Today’s, 
students cram not out of a thirst for 
knowledge or pure excitement in the sub- 
ject but to make grades and pass exams 
so they can go on to college. And many 
of them don’t care a hoot about college 
for itself but are cynically aware that 
a college degree, not a college educa- 
tion, will be necessary to making a living 
in the years to come.

got to college himself. 


“Keep the late-blooming student out of , 
college and you rob America of some of 
its best future leaders,”’ Dr. Cox warned.

I don’t know if Dr. Cox has the an- 
swer. (I’m as insecure as the next one.)

Pros- 
pective tenants, of course, were needed to launch the campaign for 
a stadium, Some members of Major Sports were interested in own- 
ing and operating franchises. Others

| Eventually the Chicago group 
) is moved, or was shoved, into the 
Outlar background. A local group report- 
edly agreed to ante up the $50,000 entry fee for a Continental 
League berth. One source says that Eaton Chalkley, the Carroll- 
ton tycoon, jumped the gun and shelled out the entire $50,000. 


At any rate, Chalkley shelled out $50,000 and made a joint an- 
nouncement with Branch Rickey that Atlanta had become a mem- 
ber of the Continental League. He has been quoted as saying that 
he already has been offered twice the amount invested for the 
franchise. 


—Continental League Is Chalkley, Inc. 


So Chalkley automatically headed the baseball branch of Major 
Sports, Inc. Jim Clay then accompanied Chalkley to Texas for a 
Continental League huddle. He met Lamar Hunt, the American 
Football League founder, and started pitching for an Atlanta 
franchise. 


Shortly thereafter Sports, Inc., was spawned. Sports, Inc., 
would operate in the AFL if Hunt welcomed Atlanta into the family. 
Hunt visited the city last weekend and appeared favorably im- 
pressed. Other owners in the AFL have also pledged «support for 
Atlanta in the duel with Oakland and Miami for an AFL spot. 


Meanwhile, Major Sports, Inc., was continuing an all-out 
drive for a stadium. When Hunt arrived here last weekend, the 
outlook was bright. Business and political leaders had rallied 
behind the movement. Alderman Lee Field introduced a resolu- 
tion urging the Legislature to create a stadium authority to 
erect a sports center at Lakewood Park. 


The board unanimously passed Mr. Field’s resolution last Mon- 
day and Mayor William Hartsfield promptly gave it his official 
signature and blessing. Fulton solons, in an official letter, assured 
Hunt that they are solidly behind the stadium movement. 


—Reported NFL Bid Stuns Sports, Inc. 


The Legislature probably will authorize a stadium authority 
within the next few days. The door then will be opened for concrete 
action at Lakewood. The stadium committee is confident that funds 
can be raised to finance the project. If everything runs smoothly, 
Atlanta should have a stadium no later than 1962, possibly next year. 


It now appears that Atlanta will have professional football at 
Ponce de Leon Park next season. Miami’s determined bid for an 
NFL franchise is expected to erase the Florida city from AFL 
consideration. And Atlanta seems to have more support than Oak- 
land in the American League house. 


Though the report proved inaccurate, Sports,  Inc., 
associates were stunned Tuesday by an Associated Press dis- 
patch from Miami. 


“It was reliably reported late today that Atlanta has decided 
to bid for a berth if the National League decides to expand,”’ the 
AP reported. 


The AP also reported that Eaton Chalkley was the man ex- 
pected to do the bidding when the NFL opens its meeting at Miami 
Beach Wednesday. 


The “news” was as surprising to Austin Gunsel, 
missioner of the NFL,

as it was to members of Sports, Inc. 


Gunsel, speaking via phone from Miami, said he had not 
talked with Mr. Chalkley. In fact, he has never met the man. 


No one was more surprised than Chalkley. Contacted by phone 
in Everglades, Fla., Chalkley vehemently denied that he was seeking 
an NFL franchise. He reiterated a statement that he is 100 per cent 
behind the Sports, Inc., bid for a berth in the American Football 
League. He made it crystal clear that he is in Florida on a fishing 
trip and not to fish for an NFL club. 


Informed of the dispatch from Miami, Lamar Hunt wasn’t very 
surprised. The man has said all along that the National Football 
League, violently opposed to expansion a few months ago, suddenly 
takes interest in any city interested in the American Football 
League. For example, the NFL has already promised Minneapolis- 
St. Paul and Dallas, original members of the AFL, that they will 
have entries in the NFL next fall.

BEST BET—Aside from the 
usual pressures from the ad 
agency and sponsor, Armstrong 
Circle Theater had to clear this 
week's script ‘with the Securities 
Exchange Commission, which 
insisted on several revisions.
